b. Representations, Warranties and Covenants of Assignor : Assignor hereby 
represents and warrants that (i) the patents and patent applications identified in the 
attached Exhibit "A" are the only patent rights that Assignor owns or controls; (ii) 
Assignor is the lawful owner of and has good and marketable title to the Patent 
Rights free and clear of all liens and encumbrances; (iii) Assignor has full legal 
right, power and authority to sell, assign and transfer the Patent Rights; (iv) to the 
best of Assignor's knowledge, there are no outstanding licenses or unrecorded 
rights in third parties to use the Patent Rights, and no assignment has been made 
of the rights assigned hereunder; (v) that all applicable maintenance fees 
pertaining to the Patent Rights due on or before the Effective Date have been paid;
